A Legion of theſe Packets hath Doyn Lucifer

to Sultan Pluto (fole Emperor of the, North, 
from Babulon to Ezipt and (0 to the further part 
D:mine fc- of Mare Rubrum to Maire Mortuum, even from 
apa the Sunne ſet to the Sunne rifing) doth require 

entrance and friendly entertainment for him 
and his followers : VWho ſweares and vowes 
vnto you (by his Herror and vponthe word of 
a Souldier) all loue and ſeruice : And to thar 
end (if you pleaſe) will ſend his commifftoners 
with authority,to treat with you of a perpetual 
league , as alſo of a mariage : and to con- 
clude on Articles and cenditions therunto be- 

longing, &c. 
All which ſhe having heard at large, (nor 
anſwering one word) turncd her about to the 
right

This anſwer returned (as faſt as Imagination 
could carry them) away they went to their 
Lords : who vnderftanding her reſolution, 
though they were both doubtfull of their ſuc- 
ceſſe(for the vidtory lay partly inher affeRing) 
yeat reſolued notwithſtanding on both {1des to 
tryethe cuent. 
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Then Lord Yirtueſo ſpeedily deſpachtthree 
Commiſſioners, Reaſon , Deſcretion and good 
Remembrance to ſolicit her the ſecond time: 
Andſodid Pharo Neto Vitioſs : viz. Temptation, 
Felly and Senſuallity to vie their beſt deuoirts 
draw her to their parts.

Many pettie Caprtaines there were beſides, as 
Pitty, Mecknes, Goodnes, Concord, Ynitye , Patience, 
Howeftie,, true Friend(hip, Simplicity, Stedfaſines, 
2 metnes, Peacrablnes, Helpfullnes, Di ſcreevmes, 
Serwiceablenes, Meſerablenes, Orderlines, Iuſtnes, 
Contentednes,Sufferance,Foreſichtfulnes,Corempla- 
tion, Renerence, Curteſie, Indifferencie, Lowlynes, 


Aﬀection, &c, 


All theſe were dubd Knights of the holy 
croſſe by their Generall Doy Virtuoſo: 

Dow Vicioſo alſo dub'd other 24. Knights, ofthe 
Poſt-haſte to animate them two to the con- 
queſt of the gilt ſpurres. 

Cunning, alſs brought to the ayd of Dow wir- 
twoſo certain companies whoſe Captains were 
Nigromancie, Geomancie, Magick,, Adriomancie, 
Phiſſiognomy,Palmeſit y,Ornomancie & Pigomanty: 
but Treſnoble Virtua{{carſe thanking him for his 
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offer) tould him that he neuer vſed{(nor would) 
any ſuch companions tn the warres. 
iWhereupon Cunning, With his conſorts be- 

ng thus caſherd, went to Den Vicio/o, who (with 
all reſpe&) gladly receiving him anc his com- 
rages, andplaced them in his rearward, 

To be breefe, in hearing on both {1des rain- 
ged their maine Battalyons : YVic'o/o Abbaaons 
moſt couragiouſly gaue the firſt onſet , dif- 
charging his great Ordinance(which was baſt- 
ſterd Cannons in all his Army) which the Lord 
Grace (who commanded the Vangaurd of the 
Prince Yirtwoſos Army) aucided, by help of a 
riſing hill on the Southeaſt ſ1de,and intrenched 
on the North eaſt {1de, well manned and main- 
rained by right puiſant Patience and heauenly 
Humilytie :\o that all the ſhort paſt ouer their 
heades without any detriment. 

Thenthey drew nere their enimy {cirmiging 
with thsir ſmall ſhor, which the Lord Yirtuofo 
his party mafſybore off, with their Targets of 
proofe notyecclding one foot: loyning Battails, 
they fellto it pell mell, with ſuch fury, that 
many wereflaine, many wounded, and many 
taken Priſoners on both ſides: But the wicked 
weed that Senſuallity had fowed , made the 
ground ſof{lippery,that Lord Yirtuoſo his com- 
pany could not ſtand : which 1nf:aelety (ſtand- 
ingontheletr {ide of Madam Coz#tacions) per- 
ccuung,inticed hertaleane to /Yicioſo Apoliyons 

his 
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his party : But true Faith on the right fide 
counſelled her tothe contrary : but al1n vaine, 
torſhenot onely fauoured Mounſer Gogmagogo 
Vicioſo, but tooke part with him allo. 

All which, Lord Y/wrxoſo perceiuing, in great 
diſcontent left the Feild for that time: and Sig- 
nor Gricioſo commaninded a retreatto be {oun- 
dcd:thathearing Doggodomado Vieioſiſ] imo, his 
Army made a great fhowrte, and cryed follow, 
follow, for we ſhall all be Conquerers'. Bur 
the Lord Gree? having recouered the intren- 
ched Hill, with Faith and Hope; maintained the 
heartill Sunne-ſer. 

Early in the morning by the breake of day, 
worthy Signior Grac#o/o (With a heauenly Ora- 
tion) perſwaded his foJlowers to a ſecond in- 
counter: which Faith & Hope no ſooner heard, 
but with a freſh couragethey led foorth their 
Vangard,aduancing their Banners in thename 
ofleſuns, and made aſecond and a {uddaine afſ- 
fault (the enemy being in their Tents) Ar the 
charge whereof, came thrice puiſant Per/exe- 
rancetothcir aide, witha mighty Hoaſt from 
the Lord Yirtwoſo : which Signior Gracroſo,with 
Faith & Hope perceiuing, redoubled their cou- 
rage,and cryed Yerzwe and Yidfory. 

The Enemy this hearing, in all poaſt baſte 
truſſed vp their trinkets, and in a diſorderly or-
